FOREIGN  AND  HOME  BOARDS 
TO  GET  $1,015,000  MORE 

1955  Receipts  Probably  $750,000  Over  1954 


NASHVILLE,  Tenn  —  (BP) 
—  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
plans  to  intensify  its  mission¬ 
ary  program  in  lhe.fc  United 
Stales  and  overseas  will  re¬ 
ceive  a  strong  boost  in  the 
Convention's  proposed  1957 
budget. 

The  budget,  for  $11  million, 
has  been  approved  by  the  Con¬ 
vention's  Executive  Committee, 
and  will  be  submitted  to  the 
1956  annual  Convention  meet¬ 
ing  in  ktniu  C'rty. 

Operating  budgets  for  the 
Foreign  and  Home  Mission 
Boards  will  be  increased  $1,- 
015.000  over  the  1956  budget.

NASHVILLE,  Tenn  —  (BP) 
— The  treasuser  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  has  ask¬ 
ed  Vhat  more  churches  give  at 
least  half  of  their  total  annual 
receipts  to  missions. 

Porter  Routh,  of  Nashville, 
said  that  only  nine-tenths  of  1 
per  cent  of  Southern  Baptist 
churches  gave  at  least  half  of 
their  receipts  last  year  to  mis¬ 
sions.  There  are  over  29,000 
churches. 

lie. told  Baptist  leaders  here 
for  a  church  finance  workshop 
that  “I  hope  to  see  5  per  cent  of 
all  Southern  Baptist  churches 
giving  over  half  their  receipts 
to  missions  by  1958.'' 

Comparing  1954  figures  with 
those  for  1950,  Routh  said  the 
newer  financial  report  was  "en¬ 
couraging  but  shows  we  have  a 
long  way  yet  to  go  to  meet  our 
world  mission  needs.” 

The  average  Southern  Baptist 
church  member  gave,  during 
1954,  about  two  and  one-fourth 
per  rent  of  his  income  to  his 
church.  This,  he  said,  compares 
with  the  average  American's 


giving  less  than  one  per  cent 
of  his  total  income  to  %rty  ben¬ 
evolent  work,  including  both 
churches  and  charity. 

"However,”  Routh  continued, 
"when  we  measure-thie  two  and 
one  fourth  per  cent  of  Southern 
Baptists  against  the  Bible  re 
quirement  of  a  tithe  (ten  per 
cent),  we  see  again  how  far  we 
still  have  to  go.”

The  1954  financial  report  was 
prepared  in  Nashville  by  the 
department  of  survey,  statistics, 
and  information,  Baptist  Sun¬ 
day  School  Board,  under  the 
direction  of  J.  P.  Edmunds,  de¬ 
partment  secretary. 

It  shows,  Routh  pointed  out, 
that  fewer  Southern  Baptist 
churches  are  giving  nothing  at 
all  to  missions  and  that  more 
churches  are  giving  over  50 
per  cent  of  their  receipts  to 
missions. 

In  1950,  96  per  cent  of  the 
churches  gave  nothing  to  mis- 
Mini-;  In  1954,  that  per  centage 
dropped  to  6  per  cent.

The  capital  expense  item  for 
the  Home  Board  in  1956  is  $439.- 
800.  It  increases  to  $500,000  if 
the  1957  budget  gels  Convention 
adoption

1957  is  SI  million  higher  than 
the  1956  budget  —  which  means 
that  the  entire  increase  is  rep¬ 
resented  in  the  additional  mis¬ 
sionary  allocations. 

The  budget  figure  represents 
Cooperative  Program  funds  for 
these  two  mission  boards,  for 
Convention  -  operated  seminar¬ 
ies,  and  for  other  SBC  boards 
and  agencies.  It  does  not  in¬ 
clude  designated  offerings  and 
does  not  include  gifts  to  be 
used  locally  by  churches  and 
state  conventions.

The  Foreign  Mission  Board 
will  receive  the  greatest  amount 
in  operating  expenses  in  the 
1957  budget  —  $3,950,000  — 
compared  with  $3,200,000  in 
1966. 

The  Home  Mission  Board's 
operating  budget  is  $1,050,000 
for  1957,  up  $265,000  over  1956. 

Golden  Gate  Baptist  Semi¬ 
nary,  Berkley,  CaUf.,  which  is 
developing  a  new  campus  site, 
will  receive  more  capital  funds 
in  1957  than  any  other  school, 
agency,  or  board.  Its  allocation 
is  S626.733  for  this  purpose.

Alabama  Baptists 
Urge  To  Elect 
'Dry  Governor' 

BIRMINGHAM,  Ala.  —  (BP) 
—  The  president  of  the  Ala¬ 
bama  Baptist  State  Convention 
urged  members  of  that  faith  to 
elect  a  “dry,  Christian  gover¬ 
nor  and  lieutenant  governor.” 

In  his  president's  address  to 
the  annual  state  convention 
meeting  here,  Montgomery  Min¬ 
ister  Henry  L.  Lyon  *.»■$  '  Bap¬ 
tists  long  for  reform  in  Ala¬ 
bama.  Wake  up.' Alabama  Bap¬ 
tists!  We  can  have  reform." 

The  1400  attending  the  con¬ 
vention  sessions  were  asked  to 
exercise  care  in  talking  about 
and  acting  on  racial  matters. 
A  “sober  and  cautious"  attitude 
was  called  for.  avoiding  "ill- 
advised  words  or  acting  in  an 
unbecoming  manner.” 

Vote  Howard  Funds 
Convention  messengers  vot¬ 
ed  Howard  College,  their  Bap¬ 
tist  school  here,  $2  1/2  million 
on  its  new  campus  building  pro¬ 
gram.

When  the  name  Baptist  Sun¬ 
day  School  Board  was  applied 
in  1891,  the  work  of  the  agency 
was  concerned  only  with  Sun¬ 
day  School  literature.  Over  six 
decades  later,  the  Sunday 
School  department  is  but  one  of 
many  in  the  Board.

Indians  Threaten  English  Colonies; 
Lone  Minister  Seeks  To  Intervene 


(17th  Century  Baptist  Presst 

BOSTON,  October  13,  1636  — 
(BP)  —  The  fate  of  the  New 
Kngland  colonies  ironically  rest 
ed  today  in  the  hands  of  a 
courageous  Puritan  minister  I 
who  went  alone  to  the  camp 
of  hostile  Indians  in  an  effort 
to  avert  an  impending  massacre 
although  he  himself  has  been 
banished  from  the  settlements. 

Roger  Williams,  fearless  de¬ 
fender  of  religious  liberty  here 
and  who  has  been  banished 
from  Boston  because  of  his  re¬ 
ligious  beliefs  in  England,  went 
to  the  camp  of  the  Indians  to¬ 
day  at  the  request  of  Henry- 
Vane.  governor  of  Massachus¬ 
etts.  Because  of  his  reputation 
for  honesty  and  fair  dealing 
with  the  savages,  the  preacher 
has  more  influence  with  the  In¬ 
dians  than  any  white  man  in 
•New  England.  He  speaks  their 
language  and  has  been  the  per¬ 
sonal  friend  of  the  Narragan- 
sett  chiefs  for  several  years. 

"Unless  Roger  Williams  is 
successful,"  Governor  Vane 
said.  “I  see  no  hope  for  the 
English  colonies.’’ 

A  proposed  alliance  of  all  the 
major  Indian  tribes  of  New 
England  —  with  the  extermi¬ 
nation  of  the  settlers  as  its  ob¬ 
ject  —  has  created  a  state  of 
emergency  throughout  the  col 
onies.  The  Pequot  tribe  report¬ 
edly  is  seeking  to  ally  itself  with 
the  Narragansetts  and  the  smal¬ 
ler  tribes  of  the  area  to  form  an 
invincible  league  and  over¬ 
whelm  the  colonists  by  sheer 
weight  of  numbers. 

Williams,  who  is  in  constant 
touch  with  the  Indians,  in¬ 
formed  the  governor  that  the 


Pequots  and  Narragansetts  al-  [ 
ready  have  arranged  a  truce.  It  j 
was  then  that  Governor  Vane  ' 
urged  Williams  to  do  all  in  his  j 
power  to  save  the  colonies  from 
attack. 

Without  waiting  for  a  guide. 
Williams  left  Providence.  Rhode 
Island,  for  the  Indian  camp  as 
soon  as  he  received  word  from 
the  governor  He  was  last  seeii 
1  crossing  the  Narragansett  Bay- 
alone  in  an  open  canoe  during 
a  heavy  storm. 

"The  fate  of  New  England  is 
•  riding  in  that  canoe  with  Roger 
Williams."  Governor  Vane  said 
grav  ely  w  hen  he  received  word  j 
of  Williams'  departure. 

The  Pequot  tribe  apparently 
is  incensed  by  reprisals  which 
followed  the  death  of  John  Old 
ham.  a  trader  who  was  murder¬ 
ed  by  the  Indians.  Shbrtly -after  , 
Oldham's  death  a  force  was  sent  1 
out  from  Boston  which  destroy  j 
ed  two  Pequot-  villages,  killing 
fourteen  Indians  and  wounding 
dthers. 

The  Pequot  tribe  immediately  | 
sent  envoys  to  the  Narragan-  j 
setts,  seeking  an  alliance  and 
asking  that  the  English  be  re¬ 
garded  as  the  common  enemy  of  i 
all  tribes. 

Military  leaders  are  plainly 
disturbed  by  news  of  the  alii  ( 
ance  among  the  Indians.  Ef  j 
forts  have  been  made  to  w  in  the 
Narragansetts  as  allies,  but  if 
this  powerful  tribe  turns  against 
the  colonists  the  results  may  be  j 
disastrous,  a  military  spokesman 
indicated.

Promoting  Filth 

NEW  YORK  (RN'S)  —  Leading 
■American  publishing  houses 
were  charged  with  being  "pre¬ 
occupied  with  sex"  and  “foist¬ 
ing  filth”  upon  the  public  by 
Dr  Clarence  W.  Hall,  executive 
editor  of  the  Christian  Herald. 

He  made  the  charges  in  an 
article  in  the  December  Issue 
of  the  PEotestant  non-denomi- 
national  monthly. 

Dr.  Hall  criticized  old-line 
publishers  for  releasing  books 
and  using  promotional  devices 
that  imply  "the  American  peo¬ 
ple  are  fundamentally  dirty- 
minded.  visit  a  bookshop  with 
a  leer  in  their  eyes,  and  don't 
care  a  whoop  for  literary  qual¬ 
ity.  good  plot  construction,  deft 
characterizations,  mood,  or  eibo- 
tion  but  just  want  obscenity.” 

“Flagrant  violations  are  com¬ 
ing  from  hitherto  well-establish¬ 
ed  and  reputable  publishing 
houses,”  he  said,  “including 
some  whose  names  in  the  past 
have  stood  .  for  integrity  and 
literary  qUb/ity  ” 

Singled  out  for  specific  men¬ 
tion  in  the  article  were  G.  P. 
Putnam's  Sons,  "one  of  the  old¬ 
est  and  best”  of  the  old  line 
publishing  firms;  Simon  & 
Schuster;  and  E.  P.  Dutton  it 
Co. 

Dr.  Hall's  criticism  of  Put¬ 
nam's  was  directed  at  its  publi¬ 
cation  of  Norman  Mailer's  novel 
“The  ITecr  Park"  which  he  call- 

nings.  though  she  spoke  not  a 
word,  passed  this  way,  and  like 
a  pebble  dropped  into  a  stream, 
left  ever-increasing  circles  of 
influence  that  will  continue  to 
grow  until  they  reach  the 
1  boundless  shores  of  eternity. 


Simon  &  Schuster  was  criti¬ 
cized  not  for  publishing  any 
specific  dirty  book  but  for  "sex- 
centered"  promotion  of  Sloan 
Wilson's  “Man  in  the  Gray 
Flannel  Suit." 

Dutton  was  censured  for  its 
publication  and  promotion  of 
A1  Morgan's  “The  Great  Man.' 

“Decent  people  are  losing  con 
fidence  in  the  book  publishing 
industry."  the  editor  said 

“You  know  you  enjoy  more 
freedom  than  any  other  mass 
medium  for  reaching  the  public 
.  .  •  (and)  should  have  observed 
by  how  that  freedoms  abused 
are  freedoms  taken  away.

Claims  Immediately 

Ministers  who  retire  in  1956 
should  file  their  claims  for  so¬ 
cial  security  as  soon  as  possible 
after  they  retire,  Othcwise, 
social  security  officials  report, 
the  ministry  may  not  receive 
maximum  benefits. 

Filing  dates  durmg  1956  are 
Jan.  1,  April  1,  July!,  and  Oct.  1. 
Ministers  who  retire  after  Sept. 
30.  1956.  should  file  on  Jan  1, 
1957,  to  insure  themselves  maxi¬ 
mum  social,  security  benefits. 

Benefits  are  figured  on  the 
ministers  earnings  over  a— 12- 
month  period  If  the  minister 
docs  not  delay,  but  files  for  his 
benefits  on  the  filing  date  im¬ 
mediately  after  he  retires,  the 
benefits  will  be  figured  on  the 
year  ending  with  the  date  of  his 
retiremejit. 

Suppose,  however,  the  minis¬ 
ter  delays  filing  a  claim  and 
lets  one  or  more  filing  dates 
slip  by  before  he  claims  bene¬ 
fits.  In  that  case,  social  secur¬ 
ity  officials  say.  they  would 
have  to  figure  in  several  months 
after  the  retirement  date,  in 
which  the  minister  probably 
earned  little  or  no-Tnpocy  This 
will  'reduce  his  12  month  earn 
ing  average  and  thus  also  re¬ 
duce  the  benefits  which  he  can 
claim  as  social  security.

Question:  At  what  age  or  un¬ 
der  what  conditions  should  the 
workers  in  our  churches  be 
"shelved"  or  denied  the  privb

The  youpg  people  seem  to  be 
taking  over  the  church,  while 
the  gray  heads  who  have  had 
the  study  courses,  the  clinics, 
etc.  are  set  aside  as  too  old. 

Answer:  Your  question  points 
up  a  serious  problem.  We  will 
soon  have  from  fifteen  to  twenty 
million  people  in  America  above 
sixty-five.  The  older  people  in 
our  churches  can  be  one  of 
their  greatest  strengths.  And 
many  of  them  deserve  more  at¬ 
tention  and  respect  and  leader¬ 
ship  than  they  gel. 

They.  the.  older  ones,  need  to 
be  very  patient  with  us  younger 
ones  while  together  we  are 
learning  how  to  keep  on  using 
them.  Twenty-five  years  ago  we 
preachers  were  taught  in  the 
seminaries  how  to  provide  a 
church  program  for  young  peo¬ 
ple.  The  seminaries  are  just 
waking  up  to  this  new  problem 
of  "later  maturity.” 

In  the  meantime,  let  the 
younger  people  lead.  You  led 
when  you  were  young  Remem¬ 
ber  that  holding  offices  does 
not  constitute  all  of  Christian 
work  Don't  fade  away,  fire  up 
Do  the  visiting,  the  giving,  the 
talking  for  good,  the  praying 
Let  the  young  voices  sing  in  the 
choir  Let  the  middle  age  men 
leach  the  junior  boys  and  serve 
as  deacons.

Old  Simeon  had  become  a 
seer,  a  prophet,  to  whom  God 
had  given  the  power  of  super¬ 
natural  vision,  and  here  Simeon 
speaks  his  vision  .’ire  comes  into 
the  temple  at  the  time  Mary  and 
Joseph  Tiring  in  the  child  Jesus 
to  dedicate  Him  to  the  Lord,  to 
present  Him  to.  the  Lord.  wh»n 
the  baby  Jesus  was  forty  days 
old. 

And  here  in  the  temple  Sim 
eon  met  them  and  took  the 
child  Jesus  in  his  arms,  and 
said,  “Now,  Master,  thou  art 
sending  thy  servant  away  in 
peace,  according  to  thy  word." 
The  old  man  was  not  simply 
recognizing  a  summons  out  of 
the  world  of  living  men.  I  think, 
but  primarily  he  was  claiming 
a  promise  from  the  Lord.  “I 
have  seen  what  I  wanted  to 
see,  and  now  Lord,  please  send 
me  home  to  be  with  Thee,  out

What,  according  to 
Simeon,  is  salvation?  In  what 
does  salvation  consist?  In  the 
intellectual  acceptance  of  this 
or  that  creed  or  confession?  ls 
it  in  subscription  to  the  Baptist 
New  Hampshire  Confession  of 
Faith,  The  Westminister  Catech¬ 
ism  of  Presbyterianism,  the 
(hirty-nine  articles  of  Kpisco- 
palianism.  or  any  other  creed? 
No!  Salvation  is  through  a  Per¬ 
son.  Salvation- Ig?  not  in  believ¬ 
ing  this  or  that,  hut  the  receiv¬ 
ing.  believing,  yielding  trust  in 
Him.

The  quo¬ 
tation  is  true  if  the  church 
bulletin  is  issued  more  often 
than  once  a  week.  However, 
since  church  bulletins  are  pub¬ 
lished  weekly,  the  reference  is 
not  to  them.  In  Postal  Manual 
1954  Part  132.1  Paragraph  A, 
which  applies  to  weekly  churrh 
bulletins  entered  as  second- 
class  matter,  the  postal  rate 
is  given  in  the  following  words, 
“By  carrier:  Weekly  newspa¬ 
pers  (minimum  18  cent  per 
copy):  one  cent  per  pound.”'

$100,000  may  be  used  for  the 
home  tor  the  aged.

SHREVEPORT,  La.  —  (BP; 
■*-  Christian  social  action  has 
brought  phenomenal  gains'  to 
Louisiana  in  recent  years,  a 
Baptist  minister  reported  to  the 
Louisiana  Baptist  Convention 
here. 

Mark  A.  Lower,  of  Baton. 
Rouge,  said  in  a  social  service 
report  that  in  3  1  2  years  about 
7b00  slot  machines  have  been 
destroyed  in  the  state.  Casinos 
have  been  closed;  roulette 
w  heels  have  quit  'spinning,  and 
the  weak  and  ignorant  no  long¬ 
er  lose  millions  of  dollars  at 
bingo  games  and  raffles. 

Yet  one  form  of  gambling  re¬ 
mains  —  legalized  racing  and 
the  betting  that  occurs  there, 
he  declared.  The  state's  Baptist 
announced  their  opposition  to 
this  form  of  wagering. 

J.  D.  Grey,  pastor  of  First 
Baptist  Church,  New  Orleans, 
told  the  convention  of  .nursing 
schools  operated  by  the  state 
being  infiltrated  with  sectarian 
theological  beliefs. 

"A  certain  denomination,” 
Grey  continued,  without  calling 
any  name,  has  reportedly  inter¬ 
fered  with  freedom  of  physic- 
ans  to  perform  in  state-owned 
hospitals  certain  gynecological 
and  obstetrican’  operations  op¬ 
posed  by  that  faith.
